1.—The Ameri­ 
can Consul at Chemnitz, Germany. Mr. Tan­ 
ner, in a recent report to the state d< part- 
nient, after explaining that the difference 
between drinking Ikht or wine in Germany 
and in the United » States consists in t he tact 
that there it is drunk in sips, an hour some­ 
times being occupied in disposing of a glass, 
while here it is gulped down in a swallow or 
two, describes how the Germans take their 
wives and children to cafes and sit there in a 
perfectly orderly and quiet company, and goes 
on to say: “ Woman unquestionably carries a 
purifying influence with her wherever she 
goes, and her presence in the drinking places 
of Europe drives from them that low class 
of vagabonds that hang around American 
drinking places. 
Hence one never sees a 
drunken man in a cafe and rarely ever on 
the street. 
Perhaps no better illustration of 
the purifying influence of woman could be 
found. 
There are no drinking places in 
Germany but what a lady may enter with all 
propriety. 
Drunkenness is rare and so it 
rarely manifests itself in a boisterous or 
belligerent manner, but more frequently' 
takes the shape of song, fun and generally 
pleasurable feeling of warmth, energy and 
self command, und hence thoso horrid crimes 
that sometimes shock us in the United Stab s 
are rarely heard of in Germany.” 
Mr. Tanner adds that the consumption of 
intoxicants in Germany per head is four 
times as great as it is in the United States, 
being in Germany forty gallons per year, 
and in the United State* less than ten, and 
yet there are a thousand habitual, hopelessly 
habitual, drunkards, in the United States to 
ten m Germany. 
Anil this difference is 
against us, according to Tanner, mainly be­ 
cause tiie Germans drink their beer slowly, 
and in this country we drink it in a hurry.

apparatus by which the engineer wo rks the 
brake*. 
With th e steam engine and p ump s; main 
reservoir in wh ich comp ressed air Is stored; 
engineer’s brake valve, wh ich regulates th e 
flow of air from th e reservoir into th e brake 
p ij)G for releasing th e brakes; main brake p ip e 
and aux iliary reservoir brake cy linder; trip le 
valve wh ich connects th e brake p ip e with th e 
aux iliary reservoir and th e latter to th e brake 
cy linder; th o car model comp letely equip p ed 
and th e full comp lement fo ra comp lete train, 
y ou would imagine th at th e car is well filled, 
h ut such is not th e case. 
Th e remaining sp ace, wh ich is nicely car­ 
p eted, give* amp le room for twenty men at a 
time to watch th e op erations of th e mach in­ 
ery and listen to Mr. Hodeiulah l’B ex p lanations 
and instructions. 
He stands at th e main res­ 
ervoir and by working th e engineer’s brake 
valve causes th e fair ch amber cy linders to 
move out and in, th e same as wh en in use on 
cars th at are on a track in a train and in mo­ 
tion. His instructions are minute as to detail, 
covering every p oint, sup p osing many th ings 
th at migh t occur in case of ascident.—Omah a 
Rep ublican.

sjieed . “Well, d o y ou see an y thin g peculiar 
about i t r 
“No,” replied the reporter. 
“Right, There are hun d red s like it Some 
better, more worse, but there are few that 
have 7,500,000 ey es stare at it every y ear,” 
said the watchmaker. • 
Crowd s passed by tho win d ow. Here an d 
there on e of these n umber stop]**!, ed ged up 
to the glass, pulled out his gold , silver or 
n ickel timepiece an d scowled , smiiod or 
1 x>ked thoughtful os tho method ical face of 
the chron ometer criticised or approved of 
their time. The jeweler mused . 
“It's stran ge,” said he, “but by actual 
coun t more people con sult that chron ometer 
every y ear than there are in habitan ts in New 
York state.” 
Correctin g himself, the jeweler explain ed 
that he coun ted a man every time he came to 
look, an d n ot each in d ivid ual. 
“This is how I arrive at my figures,” said 
he. “I stan d at the win d ow, an d take on e 
min ute. 
The averago of a d ozen trials, 
coun tin g the faces that appear, is 43. Yes, 
over two score faces on an average glan ce at 
the chron ometer every min ute for ten hours 
a d ay .” 
"As the proof of the pud d in g is the eatin g 
thereof,” so the Broad way jeweler’s figurin g 
is tho proof of his statemen t. Here It is:* 
Forty -three a min ute is 2,580 an hour; multi­ 
plied by 10 for a d ay , it makes 25,800. Now, 
the chron ometer is on ly visible, accord in g to 
his coun t, for 0 d ay in the week; again , the 
result of a d ay was multiplied by 6, givin g a 
total of 154,800, the n umber that view the 
chron ometer evory week. Multiply in g it by 
the 53 weeks which con stitute a y ear, with a 
liberal allowan ce for holid ay s, tho jeweler 
held up the result triumphan tly —7,500,000 
people. 
“Yes,” said he, “there y ou have it—7,500,- 
(XX) people; an d figures are n oted for tellin g 
the truth.” 
Of these ho estimated fully 0,(XX),000 were 
men . 
“Aren ’t women as curious about the time 
of d ay as men f’ 
“No. 
I have foun d it otherwise. Few 
women care if their watches are w ithin ten 
secon d s or ten min utes of tho time. In fact, 
I d on 't Itelievo that tho female min d really 
Comprehen d s the ilight of time.

The bu ls at the extremities of the 
bran ches which are in ten d ed to be d warfed 
are torn off as soon as they appear, an d by 
this mean s the growth of the bran ches is 
arrested n n d other bud s an d bran ches shoot 
n ut. After a certain time sugar water is ap­ 
plied to th" trun k of the d warfed tree, an d by 
this mean s in sects are attracted which woun d 
the bark an d give it the kn otted appearauee 
peculiar to old trees. 
When it is in ten d ed to 
give an y peculiar form to a tree the bran ches 
ire ben t in to the shajje an d retain ed in it by 
mean s of pieces of bamboo. 
It is said that bamboo trees seareely four 
iect high are frequen tly d istorted to repre­ 
sen t d ragon s an d other fan ciful creatures 
d ear to tho Chin ese imagin ation . These the 
in forman t above had n ever seen , but he 
smiled blan d ly an d said : “Chin a gleat eloun t- 
lie,’’ an d shouted after the scribe:
